Report  of  Electric  Lighting  Committee 

The  lighting  system  has  been  extended  to  the  Haskell  place 
in  the  west  part  of  the  town,  to  the  Johnson  place  on  the 
Peterborough  road,  to  the  Hubbard  place  near  Cavender 
Station,  and  to  the  Gullefer  place  in  the  north  east  part  of 
the  town,  approximately  five  and  one-half  miles  of  new  line, 
at  a  cost  of  $4,649.79  to  the  town.  To  date,  these  extensions 
have  added  nine  new  customers.  The  three  phase  line  has 
also  been  extended  from  the  village  to  Johnson's  mill. 

The  town  has  received  $2,087.48  from  the  Public  Service 
Company  of  New  Hampshire  which  is  the  gross  income  for 
the  year  for  the  line. 

We  have  not  as  yet  received  an  offer  for  the  town's  inter- 
est in  the  lighting  system  equal  to  the  price  set  by  the  voters 
at  the  last  annual  town  meeting  but  negotiations  are  still 
pending. 

We  expect  to  be  able  to  close  a  contract  with  the  Public 
Service  Company  of  New  Hampshire  for  a  continuation  of 
their  service  at  a  more  favorable  rate. 

We  herewith  submit  a  detailed  account  of  the  cost  of  ex- 
tensions, repairs  and  general  expenses.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  HANCOCK  SCHOOL  BOARD 

On  the  basis  of  expenditure  per  thousand  dollars  of  equal- 
ized valuation,  Hancock  has  dropped  from  the  188th  out  of 
252  school  districts  in  New  Hampshire,  to  the  120th  out  of 
244  school  districts.  This  has  been  done  without  pupils 
suffering  for  educational  facilities.  But  the  point  remains 
that  during  those  years,  more  than  sixty  New  Hampshire 
towns  have  passed  by  Hancock  in  the  total  costs  per  wealth, 
or  their  schools. 

This  can  be  more  simply  stated  by  the  comment  that  some 
sixty  towns  are  investing  more  on  school  child  welfare,  in 
comparison  with  their  wealth,  than  was  the  case  when 
Hancock  was  expending  $9.15  out  of  each  thousand  dollars 
of  her  equalized  valuation. 

Rigid  economy  must  always  be  balanced  against  strictly 
thrifty  habits,  and  the  decision  must  be  in  favor  of  the  latter. 
The  School  Board  of  Hancock  shows  no  attitude  against 
wise  expenditure;  but  has  succeeded  in  changing  from  certain 
expensive-in-the-long-run  plans  to  such  as  will,  over  a  period 
of  years,  give  a  lower  per  pupil  cost. 

Of  particular  interest  this  year  is  the  purchasing  of  sup- 
plies for  the  towns  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  47  on  a  basis 
of  total  needs.  This  has  brought  to  the  small  towns,  for  the 
first  time,  economies  both  of  purchase  and  delivery.  Pur- 
chases in  volume  sufficient  to  care  for  the  standard  needs  of 
six  towns  lowered  the  item  by  item  cost  in  many  instances 
by  as  much  as  fifty  per  cent.,  when  month  by  month  or  small 
amount  purchasing  was  the  rule. 

No  town  is  required  to  share  in  the  buying,  but  any  town 
that  so  desires  may  take  advantage  of  the  lowered  costs. 

Central  office  methods,  supplying  school  needs  for  par- 
ticular standardized  ratings,  have  cut  the  cost  in  what  is, 
next  to  the  teaching,  the  most  important  part  of  the  school's 
function,  the  assurance  to  parents  and  tax  payers  that  chil- 
dren in  Hancock  shall  have  equal  or  better  opportunity  than 
those  in  city  school  systems. 

None  of  these  matters  which  make  it  possible  for  Hancock, 
and  the  other  small  towns  in  this  Supervisory  Union,  to 
maintain  superior  schools,  could  be  carried  to  their  present 
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efficiency  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  the  teaching  staff  and 
all  officially  connected  individuals  are  apparently  working 
together  in  complete  harmony. 

Three  schools  were  maintained  for  a  full  year.    The  budget 
has  been  balanced  for  both  revenue  and  outlay.

The  trustees  of  the  Hancock  Town  Library  submit  the 
following  report: 

Library  and  reading  room  open  Tuesday,  Thursday  and 
Saturday  from  2  to  5  and  6  to  9  P.  M.,  legal  holidays  excepted. 

There  have  been  342  charge  cards  issued,  representing 
4339  adult  and  1300  juvenile  volumes,  and  1173  periodicals 
taken  out. 

Mrs.  Minnie  S.  Ware,  who  served  so  efficiently  as  member 
and  treasurer  of  the  trustees  since  1910,  passed  from  this 
life  July  4th.  Later  Miss  Margaret  Perry  was  appointed  to 
serve  out  her  unexpired  term. 

The  trustees  had  Mr.  W.  D.  Fogg  install  a  fire  hose  for 
emergency  protection. 

Owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  books,  periodicals,  and 
especially  the  increased  cost  of  heating  the  enlarged  library, 
the  trustees  find  the  income  from  the  invested  funds  insuffi- 
cient and  have  been  obliged  to  use  $200  from  the  reserve 
fund.  It  is  unwise  to  do  this  for  current  expenses,  so  the 
trustees  respectfully  submit  that  if  the  library  is  to  serve 
the  community  as  efficiently  as  it  should,  the  town  should 
make  a  yearly  appropriation  of  at  least  $200. 

The  Library  has  been  very  fortunate  this  year  in  the  matter 
of  gifts.  We  have  received  several  valuable  and  interesting 
books,  amongst  others,  the  Encyclopaedia  Brittanica, 
Poems,  etc.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Hancock  on  Tuesday,  the  Twelfth  day  of  March  next,  at 
nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year.

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  87,  Section  1  of  the  Public  Statutes  on  a  Section 
of  the  Contoocook  Valley  road  so  called,  and  appropriate 
or  set  aside  from  the  amount  raised  for  the  highway  work 
the  sum  of

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment 300  feet  3  inch  hose  or  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  the  Congregational 
Church  the  right  to  place  a  motor  near  the  northwest  corner 
of  the  Town  Hall  and  run  an  iron  pipe  therefrom  through  the 
ceiling  to  their  room  above  when  they  install  a  new  pipe  organ 
in  their  church.
